Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Zuber et al. 
(US 4,313,579) in view of Podvin (US 3,589,096) and Gordon et al. (US 3,677,490). 

Zuber et al. disclose a machine for winding and boxing a coil of filamentary 
material 26 comprising turret mechanism 10 with collapsible mandrels, see figure 5. 
The turret mechanism after winding material 26 is then located to a second station for 
boxing the coil; see figures 6 and 7. 

Zuber et al. do not fully describe the boxing station, however Podvin teaches a 
packaging machine with a boxing station 19 including a platform 58 and 59 with a 
movable back panel 119, base panel 83, and inclined ramp 39 which faces the article 
transfer station movable towards and away to provide for receiving the article. Boxing 
station 19 receives a blank from hopper on base panel 83 (panel 83 retrieves the blank 
from the bottom with vacuum cups 84). Box side panels 17C and 17D are folded along 
with back and front panels and sealed and glued by sealing unit 21; see figures 4, 6, 
and 7. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the boxing station of Podvin in order to fold the cardboard 
box of Zuber et al. 

Zuber et al. disclose extracting the end 32 of filamentary material and inserting 
plug 33 in the hole of top panel 30 not inserting means for inserting a payout tube and 
withdrawing an end of the filamentary material. Gordon et al. describe a package of 
wound flexible material comprising inserting means 40 in combination with payout tube 
26 including means/fingers 42 for grasping the free end of material 28 and withdrawing 
it through payout tube 26. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the inserting means of Gordon et al. in the modified 
invention to Zuber et al. for locating and aligning the material with a hole in the panel of 
the box. 

Conclusion
